flat rejection of the British sugges- 
tions.

The reply -will be sent as soon as 


possible before the end of the week. 
Although It is not assumed m official 
quarters here that the Entente may 
survive the 'present differences, the 
situation is taken with calm in gov- 
ernmental circles as well as by the 
press and public. * 
The French have in fact long con- 


sidered the Entente as virtually de- 
funct so far as concerns co-operation 
between England and France on the 
application of the terms of the treaty 
of Versailles. 


Lord Curzon's note Is taken merely 
as a public recognition of that fact 
by the German government with the 
aim of throwing the respons.bility 
for the rupture on France. 
Premier 


Poincare, it is understood, will omit 
anything- that might be taken as a de- 
nuniciation of the Entente, leaving 
the initiative in the final rupture to 
the British government. 


If Prime Minister Baldwin decides 


to call an International conference to 
fix Germany's capacity to pay tiat ac- 
tion will be taken by the French as 
an unfriendly act which will end the 
cordial relatirjis which have existed 
for nearly 2</years France will then 
recall the fact that after all she is 
principal creditor of Germa-ny and 
that care must be taken that her 
rights as such are not infringed upon.

producers became effective in
